It is composed of busi¬ 
ness men and women and farmers who understand that if local 
taxes are to be reduced, the average citizen must be brought to 
a realization of the fact that he pays all the tax bills. The day 
laborer may not get a tax statement from the county, state or 
nation, but the manufacturer, farmer and business man who 
does get such a tax statement and does pay taxes, add the | 
amount as overhead of doing business to the price of every | 

The people must be made to understand this *TtVQS lit the EotIv DqVS 
fact: There is no escape from taxation. 

The reason that headway is being made in reducing the 
federal income tax is because every individual makes up his

affairs as there has been and now is for a similar program in | 
federal affairs. 

Martin B. Madden, Illinois representative in Congress, 
chairman of the house committee on appropriations, and one of 
the leaders in the tax reduction program in Washington, ad¬ 
dressed the Portland conference. He expressed great gratifi¬ 
cation at the organization of this taxpayers’ association and 
said he hoped it would extend its activity until it included every 
state in the Union. He then added: “An enlightened public 
sentiment is the only thing that will cure our taxation evils. 

The man who does not make out an income tax schedule should 
not fool himself with the idea that he has escaped taxation. In

Complete Disarmament 

Hard to Bring About 

There Is nothing new under the sun; 
and even anti-weapon laws have been 
tried before—in 1882, for Instance. A 
greedy and witless king of France, 
Charles VI, attempted to relmpose on 
the people of Paris what would now 
he called a sules tax. The people of 
Paris arose In their might—armed, as 
it happened, with mallets. The insur¬ 
rection wns quickly put down by the 
disciplined forces; tut, to prevent fur¬ 
ther troubles of the kind, a rlgoroua 
disarmament law was passed and very 
strictly enforced. Purls was regarded 
as the pivot of the kingdom; It must 
not be split by Internal lighting; and 
obviously—to the feeble mind of 
Charles VI—fighting would be abso¬ 
lutely prevented by the removal of the 
Inhabitants’ weapons. 

Time passed, about 80 years. A 
generation of Parisians arose which 
knew not weapons. Then under cir¬ 
cumstances It Is not necessury to de¬ 
tail, a certain duke of Burgundy 
wished to have command of the city. 
It was politically Impossible for him 
to take it by force of arms; but It 
was possible, as It wonld be nowa¬ 
days, for him to engineer the election 
of a friend of his to the captaincy of 
the city. Had all the Inhabitants been 
armed, tilts move would have been 
without effect; a captain can only com¬ 
mand ; and to order the whole tody 
of the citizenry to ftght against Its 
own Interests would be useless. 

But, under the circumstances, the 
count de St. Pol’s course was clear. 
One class of citizens had of necessity 
been exempted from the disarmament 
process—the butchers. The butchers 
had knives, axes and bludgeons galore 
—Just as after modern disarmament 
plumbers would still have lots of lead 
pipe, and miners plenty of dynamite. 
And one class of citizens can usually 
he Induced to betray the other classes 
for Its own benefit. 

So the duke of Burgundy controlled 
Paris, much ngslnst the desire of the 
Parisians at large, by means of a 
Parisian militia. 

The powerful, but unarmed, univer¬ 
sity; and the Indignant, but weapon¬ 
less, population, protested violently. 
But It has not been recorded anywhere 
that their protests ever did them any 
good.—F. It. Buckley In Adventure 
Magazine.

Elimination of carelessnass in the 
operation of motor vehicles and care¬ 
lessness in the use of streets and high¬ 
ways by pedestrians and school chil¬ 
dren Is the object of a campaign now 
being carried on by the women of the 
state in co-operation with the recently 
organized California Public Safety 
Conference. 

Carelessness by automobile operators, 


streets and highways in a campaign 
that is to be carried on from now un¬ 
til December 15. As defined during 
this period by radio, press, billboard 
and poster, ”S O S" will mean "Safety 
or Sorrow.” 

Through co-ordination of effort in 
the California Public Safety Confer¬ 
ence, the State Automobile Associa¬ 
tion, the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, the California Development 
Association, the division of motor ve¬ 
hicles and the California Peace Offi¬ 
cers’ Association will earnestly seek 
to reduce the death and accident toll 
in California from now until Decem¬ 
ber 15. 

During the period from September 1 
to December 15, list year, 426 men, 
women and children were fatally in¬ 
jured on the streets and highways of 
California. The number of lives saved 
in comparison with this total from 
now until the end of the present cam¬ 
paign will be presented to the state of 
California through its governor on 
Christmas Eve.

"Cities and counties of the state 
generally have overlooked provisions 
of the state law authorizing the com¬ 
mission to assist in planning local 
street ami road improvements by mak¬ 
ing surveys or by acting as consulting 
engineer on construction projects. 

"When requested to do so, the com¬ 
mission will gladly assist local com¬ 
munities in solving engineering prob¬ 
lems of this nature. There is a great 
field here for co-operative effort in the 
interest of the public.
